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Births.  These ..numbe-red  23  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 
when  182  were  registered.  Male  infants  wene  in  excess  of  Females 
by  18.  The  illegitimate  births. were  less  by  2. 

Deaths  show  an  increase  of  23  over  1912,  being  more  numerous 
in  males  by  13  over  the  opposite  sex. 

The  ' number  occurring  in  institutions  is  the  same  as  fo*r  the 
previous  year,  viz.,  4,  two  of  which  occurred  in  the  Wigan  Infir¬ 
mary  and  two  at  the  Union  Infirmary  at  Billinge,  whilst  one 
death  occurred  of  a  person  belonging  to  another  township,  and 
was  ti'ansf erred  to  the  proper  quarter.  The  causes  of  death,  and 
ages,  are  set  out  in  Table  III. 

Irifantile  Deaths  show  an  increase  of  6,  which  sends  up  the 
rate  per  1000  births  from  82.9  in  1912,  to  126.3'  in  the  past  year. 
Five  of  the  deaths  were  asciibed  to  Preiinature  Birth,  whilst  4 
were  due  to  Measles,  5  to  Fneumo'nia,  3  to  Diarrhoea,  1  to  Wasting 
Diseases,  1  to  Meningitis,  and  4  to  other  causes. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Zymotic  Diseases  and  Deaths.  The  number  of  Notifications 
received  was  334,  of  which  278  were  of  Measles,  12  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  14  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  remain¬ 
ing  30  cases  (a  decrease  of  9  compared  with  1912)  were  made  up  as 
follows :

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The  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  (not  including  Phthisis) 
numbered  11,  and  were  all  due  to  Measles,  and  is  an  inorease  of  5 
over  the  previous  yeai-.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric,  or  Puerperal  Fever. 

School  Closure.  The  following  Schools  were  closed  on  account 
of  the  outbieak  of  Measles. 

Standish  Lower  Ground  Infants'  Department,  from  April  17th 
to  May  2nd. 

St.  Marie's  Infaints'  Department,  from  May  23rd  to  June  7th. 

Standish  National  School  Infants’  Department,  from  July 
10th  to  July  18th. 

Drainage,  Sewage,  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Constant  atitention 
has  been  given  to  the  sewerage  system,  by  inspection  and  cleansing 
of  manholes,  and  periodical  flushing. 

The  effluent  at  botli  fair  ms  have  been  good,  witli  the  exceptioin 
of  a  short  period  in  the  sumimer,  when  the  effluent  at  Fairhurst 
House  was  found  not  to  be  up  to  the  standard  required,  but  the 
matter  was  quickly  put  right,  and  since  theiie  hias  been  no  cause 
for  complaint. 

In  July  the  works  for  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the 
districts  of  Bradley,  Chorley  Lane,  and  Wigan  Road,  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  taken  over  by  the  Council,  The  installation  for  sewage 
purification  is  working  quite  satisfactorily. 

Clea7ising  and  Scavenging .  This  has  been  well  carried  out, 
three  contractors  only  now  being  employed,  and  since  this  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made  and  weekly  returns  of  work  done  insisted  upon,  a 
great  improvement^  has  been  noticeable.

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.  These  have  been  inspected, 
and  some  improvements  have  been  made. 

Lodging  Houses.  None  in  the  township.  Houses  taking  in 
lodgers  are  registered,  buti  there  is  only  a  small  number  of  lodgers.

Water  Supply  is  of  oxoelLent  quality.  There  were  no  iuter-

Slaughter  Houstf<  were  inspected  and  found  satisifactory,  and 
well  kept. 

Huuse  Accomniodatiou  is  sufficient.  More  building  of  cottage 
property  was  done  than  in  the  previous  year,  twelve  being  erected 
during  the  year.

Dear  Sir, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  for  the  past  twelve  months. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  following  cases  were  reported  to  me: 
Measles  278,  Scarlet  Fevei’  7,  Enteric  Fever  6,  Croup  4, 
Erysipelas  12,  and  4  cases  of  Diphtheria.  The  total  for  the 
year  is  334.  These  figures  show  a  total  increase  of  295  on  the 
previous  year,  but  consideied  apart  from  Measles  they  show  a 
total  decrease  of  9.  The^  oiitbii'cak  of  Measles  this  year  has  not 
been  as  bad  as  that  in  1911,  when  380  cases  were  reported.  I  have 
visited  all  Measles  and  Fever  Cases,  and  disinfectants  have  been 
supplied.  The  joails  have  been  used  as  formerly  for  Enteric  Fever. 
After  all  cases  of  fever  the  premises  were  fumigated. 

Sewerage.  The  manholes  have  been  periodically  inspected 
and  cleaned,  and  the  sewei's  flushed.  Special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  sewers  in  the  Lower  Ground  area.  One  blockage 
occurred  at  Lower  Ground,  but  it  was  not  serious.  The  new 
sewers  for  Bradley,  Chorley  Road,  and  Boai-’s  Head,  have  been 
taken  over  during  the  ye^ar,  and  at  these  places  nearly  all  house 
connections  are  now  made. 
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Sewage  BUpoml .  Last  July  the  new  Sewage  Works  off 
Choiiey  Road  weie  taken  ovei’,  and  since,  the  effluent  has  been 
very  good.  The  tireiatnient  iisi  oontinuous  settlement,  revolving 
sprinklers  and  sedimentation.  The  effluent  from  Fairhursb  House 
Fai'm  was  not  satisfactory  for  a  short  period  during  the  summer, 
but  after  some  small  alterations  were  made,  the  necessary  standard 
was  again  reached.  Langtree  Hall  Farm  continues  to  give  satis¬ 
faction.  No  official  complainjts  have  been  received  from  the  Kibble 
Joint  Committee  respecting  any  effluent. 

Scavenging .  This  has  been  efficiently  done  by  three  Con¬ 
tractors.  Sinice  the  contracts  were  rei-let  last  summer  the  ^Con¬ 
tractors  have  supplied  weekly  returns  of  the  work  done.  ,  _A11  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  on  seven  tips,  all  similar  in  character,  that  is, 
in  each  case  holes  or  hollow  places  arC'  being  filled. 

Factories  and  Workslhojos.  I  have  revised  the  Register  and 
entered  up  details  as  to  sanitation,  air-space,  ventilation,  drainage 
of  floors,  cleanliness,  etc.  The  workshops  ai’e  chiefly  domestic. 
Four  structural  defects  have  been  found  and  remedied. 

Bakehouses.  All  these  are  of  a  domestic  character.  In  one 
bakeihoiise  two  defects  were  found  and  remedied.  The  others  were 
in  good  order. 

Dairies  and,  Cowsheds.  I  have  inspected  all  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  to  which  the  Regulations  apply,  and  entered  in  the 
Register  the  cubic  capacity  per  head,  the  lighting,  ventilation, 
drainage,  cleanliness,  etc.,  for  each  cowshed.  The  average  amount 
of  air  space  per  cow  is  514  cub.  ft.  One  cowshed  has  been 
generally  altered  to  meet'  the  requirements  of  the  regulations,  and 
additional  windows  have  been  made  to  another. 

Slanghter  Houses.  The  six  slaughter  houses  have  been  in¬ 
spected  several  times,  and  are  in  good  order.  In  June  all  but  one 
(which  had  previously  been  licensed  for  three  years)  were  re¬ 
licensed  for  twelve  months..  I  have  examined  carcases  in  the 
slaughter  houses,  but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  seize  any  meat 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  No  instance  of  Unsound  Meat 
exposed  for  sale  has  come  to  my  knowledge.

New  Buildings.  Twelve  Cottages,  one  additional  Shed  to 
Factory,  and  a  Church  Vestry,  have  been  erected.  This  is  a  better 
record  than  foi'  two  previous  yeai's.  Fifteen  plans  have  been  sub- 
milted,  twel\e  being  approxed  and  three  disapproved. 

Housing  and  Town-Planning  Act.  During  the  year  I  have 
inspected  fifty-three  houses  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  Closing 
Orders  were  made  for  two  houses,  and  some  repairs  have  been 
carried  out  to  forty-four.  The  defects  chiefly  referred  to  Damp¬ 
ness,  Drains,  Privies,  Roofs,  R.  W.  Gutter:^  and  Pipes,  etc. 

Nniyanre.'c.  Eighty-six  were  found,  and  verbal  or  written 
notices  given.  Eighty-two  have  been  abated  and  four  are  in  course 
of  abatement.  Two  lilthy  houses  have  been  cleansed,  and  eight 
houses  have  been  disinfected  after  Infectious  Disease. 

Overcrowding .  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated  after 
written  notice.
